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The River Tummel issues from the eastern extremity 
of Loch Rannochand flows through the midst of a beautiful 
valley to finally join the Tay near Ballinluig. It contains 
some of the most lovely scenery in the Highlands, one 
particular spot in the neighbourhood of Loch Tummel 
having earned such enthusiastic praise from Queen Victoria, 
that it has since been known as “The Queen’s View.” 
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
